A School-Teacher’s Fearful Crime 
Followed by Swift and Ter- 
rible Wangan. 


Found with a Bullet in His Head and 
No Witnesses of the 
Deed. 


Shrouded in Mystery, but Evidently the 
Victim of Outraged Parents The 
Circumstances. 


A horrible story was reported yesterday from 
the southeastern part of Hyde Park and the 
Indiana State line. While much of the affair 
is yet wrapped in mystery, the facts known 
are horrible enough in themselves. Yesterday 
morning about 7 o’clock teamsters engaged in 
hauling sand from the shore of Lake Michigan 
near Colehour discovered the dead body of a 
man on the sand. The body was lying within 
afew feet of the water. Near by was a book 
and the dead man’s stiff hat. It was supposed 
that the corpse was that of a drowned 
man, and the body was taken to the 
morgue at South Chicago. Investigation 
showed a large bullet-hole in the back of the 
man’s head. It also appeared that the body 
had been in the water but a short time. This 
at once put a different face upon the matter, 
and steps were at once taken to ascertain the 
identity of the dead man. Here a perplexing 
condinon of affairs arose. A number ot peo- 
ple identified the corpse as that of Dan- 
iel McKinney, a school-teacher at Shef- 
field. A number of people who knew the 
man when alive were doubtful whether 
or not the dead man was McKinney. Last 
night, however, the body was positively iden- 
tified by reliable parties as that of McKinney, 
and up to a late hour the preponderance of 
testimony was to that effect. McKinney, as 
far as could be learned, bas not been seen 
alive since Monday afternoon or evening. 

WAS IT EXPIATION? 

Assuming that the dead man was McKinney, 
the next.steps taken were directed to ascer- 
taining the manner of his death. Nothing 
about the body or in ‘the circumstances 
seemed to in@fcate suicide, and it was as- 
sumed to be a case of murder. Nothing what- 
ever was learned that would throw the slight- 
est ray of light upon the mystery. Enough 
was gleaned, however, to give credence to the 
belief that McKinney met his death at the 
bands of parties unknown m expiation 
of an alleged terrible crime. It seems 
that Monday evening complaint was made to 
the police at Colehour by the parents of two 
Polish girls living in Colehour, that their 
daughters, aged 9 and 11 years, had been 
criminally assaulted that afternoon just over 
the State line of Indiana. The names of the 
girls are Clara Kosmoeller and Mina Kibiki 
and they claim to be positively 
certain that McKinney was the man 
who committed the assault. According 
to the statement made to the police, McKin- 
ney, who boards at the boarding-house at 
Shedd’s ice-houses in Indiana, while on bis 
way Monday afternoon to Colehour, met Clara 
Kosmoeiler, 9 years old, near a patch of woods 
just over the State line. According to the 
statement made, he enticed the girl into the 
woods and there committed the assault. He 
then accompanied the girl home and suc 
ceeded in getting Mina Kibiki, 11 years old, 
ho tivesin the same bouse, to accompany him. 
Reaching the gate woods he assaulted the 


girl. As far as known he bas not been seen 
since. The girl reached ‘home and told her 
mother, a widow, what had occurred. She 


confided the story to the Kosmoeller girl's 
parents, and the whole affair became known. 
The parents then complained to the police, as 


stated. . 
EXCITED POLES. 


It was also learned that the fact of the al- 


leged assault had been made public among 
the Poles in the neighborhood. Monday even- 
ing and that threats of violence towards Mc- 


Kinney had been made by the indignant neigh- 


bors. While the threats could not be traced to 
any one man, there was undoubtedly much ex- 


citement and indignation among the Polés that 


evening. If McKinney perished at their hands 
the time, place, and manner of his death are 
utterly unknown. With the exception of the 


) one bullet-hole in the back of the head, 


and a few bloodetains on the bair, there were 
no marks of violence on the body. The dead 
man was well dressed in a blue suit, new .laced 
and white 
necktie. .While the body had evidently been 
in the water, as the clothes were still damp and 
bore the marks of. having been saturated,’ it 
was lying 60 near the water that a bigh wave 
or a slight tide, such as is not uncommon, 
might have wetted the corpse. The fact that 
his bat and book, which lay near by, were not 
wet and showed no signs of having been 
saturated with water, would seem to indicate 
that the killing took place where the body was 
found. The localityjwas lonely, and the report 
of a pistol-shot would be little likely to attract 


attention. 
THE SUPPOSED VICTIM, 


McKinney was a good-looking man of about 
30 years of age and married. He is said to have 
been hving ‘with his second wife, the first 
having been divorced. Hé had taught school 
in Hammond, Ind., for some time, and had 
recently been appointed a teacher in the Shef- 
field district. The book found near his body 
was Chabin's Select Sermons.“ It bore the 
name of H. Sulvin, Springfield, Mass., on the 
titie page, and bad the -foliowing written in 
pencilona blank sheet in the back of the 
book: 

O, the waves, the beautifal waves, that we might 


bathe in your pure liquid sweetness forever! And 
let my soul be calmed by the murmur of thy gentle 


ripples and inspired by the deep-toned melody 
that comes from thy heaving bosom in thy grand 


and awful moments. 

There were not wanting those who scouted 
the idea of death by violence at the hands of 
anoutraged community. They upheld the 
theory of suicide and said in support of their 
theory that McKinney. had left with his wife a 
note in which he confessed his crime and stated 
that he must leave the community on account 
of the strong feeling against him. They 
argue from this that he was in fear 
of his lite and that in a moment of 
remorse and desperation he took his own life as 
the easiest escape from the consequences of 
his act. They point to the intense excitement 


and agitation of Mrs. McKinney as she viewed 
the corpse at the morgue and the fact that she 
would pot say positively whether the body was 
that of her husband or not as evidence that she 


that any such letter was written.

A JESSE JAMES TRICK. 


A Chicago & Alton Train Boarded Not 
Far from Kansas City by Four Men, 
Who Rob Several Passengers. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 2.—[Special. |— 
Train No. 48 on the Chicago & Akon Railroad | 
was boarded at Biue Springs Station by four 
masked men, who, after leaving the station, 
took . possession of the ladies’ coach. ° They 
then pulled their revolvers and robbed 
several] passengere in that coach of money 
and valuables, after which they compelled the 
brakeman to stop the train and escaped. 

The robbery took place two and a half 
miles west of Blue Springs, near Giendale, the 
scene of the celebrated James gang robbery in 
the fall of 1878. 

The robbers struck off ina northerly direc- 
‘tion from the railway. 

A posse from Blue Springs was soon in pur- 
suit, 

The train was delayed one hour in getting 
into Kansas City. 

At midnight a special car with road officials 
and policemen started for the scene of the rob- 


bery. It is hoped that they will be able to 
bring in the men yet tonight. 

The booty secured amounted to about $30 in 
money, nothing else being taken. The robbers 


are described as appearing awkward and nerv- 


ous and evidently unused to such work. They 
were roughly dressed and looked like farm 
hands. Each wore a black mask. 

J. H. Andrews, a business-man of this city, 
who was on the platform of the smoker, re- 


| lates that when the men approached the car he 


thought they were tramps. They: boarded 
the second car as the train was pulling 
out from the station, and a moment 
later he started for the rear of the train. At 
the rear door of the smoker he was met by the 
guard, who pointed a revolver and called upon 
bim to stand still. He obeyed and from the 
doorway watched the proceedings in the other 
car. The whole transaction, he thought, did 
not occupy over five minutes before the rob- 
bers commanded a brakeman to pull the beli- 
rope and stop the train.

TRAMPS CAPTURE A FREIGHT. 

St. JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. 2.—A gange of seven 
tramps at 2 o'clock this morning took posses- 
sion of the south-bound freight-train on the 
Kansas City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs 
Road at Lake Station, five miles south 
of this city, and held it about three 
hours. The train was on a side- 
track, and when an attempt was made to go 
ahead it was found that the switch had been 
closed, the work of tramps who had been ex- 
pelied from the car a few minutes before. The 
trainmen undertook to open the switch, but 
were driven away by the tramps, who fired a 
numberof shuts at them. No one was in- 
jured, and the trainmen succeeded in capturing 
two of the tramps, who were jailed here to- 
day. One gave the name of Tom O’Brien and 
the other Mike Slatterly. The former had a 
fine gold watch with the name of A. W. Jones 
engraved on the case. 


THE HANOVERIAN WRECKED, 


AN ALLAN LINE STEAMER ASHORE AND A 
TOTAL LOSS—PASSENGERS AND CREW ALL 
SAVED. 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., Sept. 2.—The Allan Line 
mail steamer Hanoverian is a total loss, hav- 
meg gone ashore this morning at Portugal 
Cave, fourteen miles north by west of Cape 
Race. The steamer Nimrod was dispatched 
this afternoon to the rescue of the passengers 
and crew, who are all saved. The British war- 
ship Tenedos also went to the scene of the 
wreck. The. Hanoverian is an iron screw, 
schooner-rigged steamer of 2,368 tons regis- 
ter, and was built at Glasgow in 1862. . She left 
Baltimore Aug. 24 under command of Capt. 
Thompson, for Liverpool, by way of Halitax 
and St. Johns, N. F. The vessel lies in a bad 
position. 


The Havoverian left Halifax at noon Monday | 


with fiftr-seven passengers and her. normal 
crew. She experienced fine weather until 
nearing St. Pierre Island, when an impecetra- 
ble fog was encountered, and by false steering, 
an error of the compass, or neglect of sound- 
ings, the steamer was driven at high speed into 
Portugal Cove, seven miles east of Trepassey, 
where she now lies a total wreck. She passed 
over a number of hidden rocks, which ripped 
ber bottom almost her whole length; the main 
hold filled with water, and it is not probable the 
cargo can be saved. The passengers are now 
en route to Trepassey, where they can receive 
accommodation and comfort until the war-ship 
Tenedos reaches them to · convey them to St. 
Johns. Other“ steamers follow to render 
assistance. A New York steamer of the Red 
Cross Line has been sighaled from Cape Race 
to proceed to the scene of the disaster. Steam 
tugs have also been dispatched to the rescue. 
No loss of life has been reported. 


Among the passengers were the families otf 


the Rt.-Rev, Hibbert Birney, Bishop of Nova 
Scotia, and Capt. Fane of the British navy. 
The Allan Line steamer Newfoundiand has 
been ordered to prepare to leave for the scene 
of the wreck at a moment's notice should she 
be required to do so.

give clean bills of lading. 

| Third—For a practical test of the Valencia 
matter let us remark: These raisins have been 
on the English market, and have been con- 
sumed, for two weeks.

If 
any bad effects should result in England we 
would be fully posted before receiving them 
bere, but it would seem an impossibility that

A lengthy discussion followed regarding the 
work to be done by the commission and the 
manner in which it shall be done, showing that 
there is a wide diversity of opinion among the 
members of the commission. Mr. Green said 
there had to be a beginning, and thought they 
might as weil determine now as at a later date. 
He stated that he indorsed the sentiments ex- 
pressed by Mr. Hay as to what was to be done, 
and that they will be compelled to keep in view 
tne provisions of the Constitution. He thought 
the best mode of procedure would be to take 


up the present Revenue law in sections in their | 


order, ascertain if they can wherein they 
are deficient, compare the prov sions of the 
present statute with those of other States, and 
in that way arrive at some conciusiop as to 
what is best to be done. His idea was to ap- 
point several committees dnd assign to each 
committee a certain subject; for instance, to 
one committee real estate, to another railroads, 
franchises, and corporayors, and to another 
personal property. and set themselves to the 
consideration of these subjects, and after form- 
ulating a report to present it to the board. He 
reminded the commission that our present

the w.sdom of past Legisiatures, and he

Ile is so publie spirited 
that he clings to a position which, it 
is claimed, he has obtained through 
fraud, ballot-box stuffing, and other 
chicanery. He pretended when these 


charges were first made that he desired an 


investigation of them, and that if it were. 
shown that he had not been fairly elected he 
would not continue in the office of Mayor one 
day. When his challenge was accepted, it 
turned out that he did not wish an investiga- 
tion, and he has exhausted all his ingenuity 
and that of his lawyers to prevent it. His 
friends in the Council delayed the declara- 
tion of the result two months, and Harrison 
did not qualify till three weeks after the dec- 
laration, thereby preventing all possibility of 
commencing the investigation at the term of 
the court preceding the vacation. When at 
last the case was brought into court he re- 
sorted througir his lawyers to every tech- 
nicality of the law to delay or defeat inquiry. 
Yet he calls himself a ‘‘ public-sptrited” 
citizen. Publie-spirited in what way? In 
defeating the ends of justice, in retain- 
ing possession of that which, it 18 
claimed, he obtained by fraud, and in 
utilizing every species of legal jugelery 
tocoverup the fraud. It has been said of 


Harrison that he would prefer to be a con- 


stable, so as to keep before the public, ruther 
than be in private life. It cannot be possible, 
however, that he clings to the Mayoralty be- 
cause 6f the notoriety it gives him. Does 


he, then, resist an investigation on account 
of the salary of his office, or in order o pro- 


mote his political fortunes? 

Harrison says: The decision is no surprise 
„to me. I had studied the law, and couldn't

made is characteristic of the man. Here is a

** officer. | Because he was a Republican and

The change in the debt statement is a 


senseless piece of work, and Secretary Man- 


ning can do the people a favor by dropping 
it at once. The high-priced experts who de- 


vised the scheme have demonstrated how 


smart they are in mystifying what was be- 
fore plain to the comprehension of ordinary 
men, and everybody understands that the 
cry about a surplus of $400,000,000 was only 
a campaign lie not intended to be of any use 
after the election. It is time for Manning to 
drop his new-fangled system and: re. urn to 
the plain and simple method of stating ail 
the liabilities of the Government as balanced 
against all its resources without creating a 
multiplicity of funds and special deposits not 
warranted by law in any case and condemned 
by common sense in several. The old method 
of stating the public debt was plain, simple, 
and honest. The new form is a piece of jug- 
glery that can serve no good purpose and 
ought not to be imposed on the public any 
longer. Nonsensical and misleading changes 
are not reform. 


THE GRANT MONUMENT APPEAL. 

We have received from the office of the 
New York Grant Monument Association two 
somewhat imposing circulars, liberally cov- 
ered with the names of the gentlemen com- 
posing the association, and inviting Tur 
Cuicaco Trirpungs to make frequent ap- 
peals to its readers for contributions toward 
the erection of a monument in Riverside 
Park, and to keep standing in its columns 
the form of acknowledgment of subscrip- 
tions, presenting from one issue to another 
the names of contributors and the sum 
% donated by each.“ In one of the circulars, 
also, we are informed that the monument is 
to be a National’ and therefore it 
% would divest the movement of its true 
** National character and importance if efforts 
** to secure funds were confined to the City 
or State of New York.” 

It may seem ungracious tocriticise a move- 
ment of this kind, headed by the names of 
so many of the leading and wealthy citizens 
of New York City, the larger number of 
them millionaires who have not yet con- 
tributed a dent towards the work they so 
eloquently commend. to others; but the 
grounds upon which they urge it are open to 
criticism. As they do not appear to be aware 
of the state of public sentiment outside of 
New York it may be as well to explain to 
them the reasons why their appeal will be 
disregarded in Chicago and elsewhere, 

Itis hardly necessary to name more than 
two. The first is the inappropriateness of 
the spot for a National monument, even 
should it prove to be the final resting- 
place of the illustrious General. It 
is the almost unanimous opinion out- 
side of New York City that the 
only proper place for a National monument 
is the National Capital. If the managers of 
the New York movement could adduce a 
single argument why a National monument 
to a National man should be erected in a local 
pleasure park belonging to a city with which 
Gen. Grant was never identified politically 
and with which he had no connection as a 
soldier, either by support or sympathy, the 
case would be different and the appeal would 
be forcible and logical. But the only mem- 

ories which remain of Gen. Grant’s residence 
in his adopted home, as the managers are 
pleased to term it, are those of business ruin, 
and sickness and death largely superinduced 
by that ruin. | 

In the second place, it would be more in 
accordance with public sentiment that a Na- 
tional monument should be erected where 
the body of the dead soldier will ultimately 
repose, and we have the authority of his son, 
as expressed in the newspapers, for saying 
its removal from Riverside Park is to be the 
subject of future consideration and action. 
But even should the body remain where it 
is, it will not alter the fact that the National 
Capital should be the site of National monu- 
ments to the illustrious dead, just as a Na- 
tional monument commemorates the fame of 
Washington, though his body rests at Mount 
Vernon. 

If the people of New York want a monu- 
ment at Riverside Park it should be a local 
monument and they themselves should 
promptly and patriotically raise the funds, as 
Chicago and other citiés have done, and they 
should take a special pride in it, because they 
have never yet erected a monument to the 
memory of a soldier of the War of the Re- 
bellion. With the help of outsiders, and 
mainly through the work of a solitary 
newspaper, they have raised nearly enough 
money. to mount the statue of Liberty En- 
lightening the World,” which was given 
them. Now let us see them erect a local 
monument to the memory of Gen. Grant, so 
that we may know Liberty enlightens New 
York with a grander illumination than it did 
when Gen. Grant was fighting to keep its 
torch alight. The Grand Army ofthe Re- 
public, whose members fought with Gen. 
Grant, have already initiated a movement to 
erect a National monument to his memory in 
Washington, and this scheme will commend 


itself to the people. Whenever this organ- |

LEONARD'S CHALLENGE TO HOADLY. 
The Prohibitionists of Ohio have challenged 


the Democrats of the same State to a discus- 


sion of the temperance question, and offer to 
bring ont their candidate, Dr. Leonard of 


camp-meeting fame, who will confront Gov. 


Hoadly on the stump, not on. the log, and in 
the sight of the public, not behind the bushes. 
The Democrats, however, have declined the 
invitation, and wisely, for they have nothing 
to gain by such a discussion. Every Prohibi- 
tionist who votes for Leonard gives his vote 
to Hoadly, and as Leonard says that he would 
rather have free whisky than high license or 
local option, or any measure calculated to re- 
duce the evils of whisky, what useful object 
could there be in a discussion? They are sub- 
stantially agreed. The Democrats will not 
have prohibition and demand free whisky. 
The Prohibitionists, in the event that they 
cannot have prohibition, will take free 
whisky. The pot and the kettle are about 
the same color. 

The only difference between Dr. Leonard 
and Gov. Hoadly is one of methods. Dr. 
Leonard takes his ale on toast; Gov. Hoadly 
takes his whisky straight. Dr. Leonard 
prefers his on the end of a log, remote from 
public view; Gov. Hoadly takes his where 
he happens to be, regardless of his environ- 
ments. Dr. Leonard gets into the bushes; 
Gov. Hoadly thinks a drink in the hand is 
worth two in the bush. Dr. Leonard throws 
out pickets to give warning of the approach 
of spectators; Gov. Hoadly advances upon a 
drink with his main column. Dr. Leonard 
never remembers when he takes his cordial; 
Gov. Hoadly’s recollection is clear as to the 
event. Dr. Leonard tells falsehoods about 
it; Gov. Hoadly owns up. Dr. Leonard pre- 
fers a camp-meeting for his drinking; Gov. 
Hoadly has no stated time or place, but takes 
to it naturally, without regard to the charac- 
ter of the occasion. Dr. Leonard is a little 
particular as to the brand he drinks and the 
amount he takes; Gov. Hoadly is not par- 
ticular as to quality, provided there is no 
question as to quantity. 

These are the main differences between the 
two, but any one will recognize that they are 
not radical enough to furnish a basis for dis- 
cussion. Gov. Hoadly might with great 
propriety criticise Dr. Leonard’s practice of 
taking his drink with toast, though he has 
some illustrious precedents on the Demo- 
cratic side, for that great reformer, Joseph 
Chesterfield Mackin, always took his drinks 
and served them out to his party on a fried 
oyster, and Gratz Brown took his on but- 
tered watermelon; but at the same time Dr. 
Leonard might criticise Gov. Hoadly’s taste 
in taking his drinks straight and not miti- 
gating their crudeness with the relief and di- 
versity afforded by toast or by the fried oys- 
ter which Mr. Mackin invented before he com- 
menced his career as a fine-worker, or with 
the greased watermelon which cheers and 
also inebriates. Gov. Hoadly might fail to 
appreciate the exclusiveness of Dr. Leonard 
and the subtle air of mystery which he 
throws around his glass of ale, while Dr. 
Leonard’s aristocratic sense of exclusiveness 
might be offended by the publicity of Gov. 
Hoadly’s potations. Gov. Hoadiy might well 
charge Dr. Leonard with being unsocial and 
even too selfish to divide his ale (of which 
he had a full bottle and no end of toast) wit 
the brother on the public end of the log; to 
which Dr. Leonard would probably reply 
that he knows a good thing when he sees it 
and knows enough to keepit. But, after ail, 
these are mere matters of individual taste or 
temperament, and do not involve principle 
enough to constitute an issue.

No effort is being made to stop the 3 
* ization in east-bound freight rates. There is 
no concord of action between any of the roads 
except the Vanderbilt lines; each road making 
such rates as it chooses. It was reported yes- 
terday morning that one of the roads bad made 
@ contract for grain to New York for a 10-cent 
rate. The report, however, could not be veri- 
fied, as aii the roads deny that they have made 
any such rate. The probability is that the rate 
‘was to Philadelphia, which wouid be on the 
basis of a 12-cent rate to New York. An open 
rate of I2 weuts on grain to New York, 10 cents 
to Philadeiphia, and 9 cents to Baltimore was 
made yesterday by most of the roads, and the 
probability is that these rates will be quoted 
for some time. 

President Newell of the Lake Shore, Presi- 
dent Ledyard of the Michigan Central, and the 
General Freight Agente and other officials of 
their lines, held a protracted conference yes- 
terday to decide what sbould be done during 
the continuance of the present fight so as to 
avoid a clash of authority between the Vander- 
bilt interests. It was decided that the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Central should not go below

MISSOURI RIVER PASSENGER BUSINESS D- 
VERTED VIA 8T. LOUIS. 

The demoralization of east-bound passenger 
rates from St. Louis is diverting the bulk of 
the Kansas City and Missouri River business 
via St. Louis, as the regular rates from the 
Missouri River to St. Louis added to the cut 
rates from that point make the through 
rate to New York from Kansas City 
about $10 less than the through rate via Chi- 
cago. The St. Louis roads, it is understood, 
are now makimg a $14 rate to New York from 
St. Louis, while the rate from Chicago to New 
York is still held at 817. The roads running 
east from this city decline to reduce the rates 
from Chicago, as the St. Louis cut does not 


affect the Chicago business proper, but they 
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would be glad to have the Missouri River roads 
running to Chicago reduce the through rate 
irom the Missouri River to New York to such 
‘figures as to meet the cut rate via St.. Louis, 
and they (the Eastern lines) would prorate at 
those rates.

The New York writer. in his examination of

giance at the wap of Dakota reveals a grave 


danger with which the Northern Pacific has 
been threatened {or some time; that is, the in- 
vasion of its territory by those powerful cor- 
porations, the Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern, and the Rock Island 
Roads, in their rival race for new business in 
Southeastern Dakota. When Viilard became 
President these companies were steadily push- 
ing their lines into the James River Valley nortb- 
ward toward the main line of the Northern Pa- 
cific. It was obviously but a question of time 
when the extensions would reach and cross it, 
and thus became direct competitors. Vulard 
could see nothing so effective in protecting bis 
compuny from the injury of such competition 
as the command of some means to hurt the ag- 
gressors more than they epsuld hurt the North- 
ern Pacific. This means appeared to be the 
best offered by the control of an independent 
line to.Milwaukee and Chicago. There were 
other strong reasons for seeking the control of 
such a line in the interest of tne Northern Pa- 
cific. In the first place the companies owning 
the existing St. Paul lines also owned lines to 
Omaha, with a larger baul on Pacific coast 
business than via St. Paul, which constituted 
a natural temptation for them to divert busi- 
ness from the Northern Pacific. Next, the 
Northern Pacific, with its virtual terminus at 
Milwaukee and Chicago, could exercise a much 
stronger influence upon Pacific coast rates, 
and upon the flow of immigration, than 
at St. Paul and Minneapoiis. Finally, 
at Chicago the. Northern Pacific could 
most effectually promote the growth of St. 
Paul and Mioneapolis, and all its territory, as 
far as such growth depended upon favorabie 
traffic rates from the East. In casting about 
for a desired line Villard found that it could 
be most readily ana economically obtained in 
connection with the Wisconsin Central system. 
The latter was to be connected at all events 
with the main line by the extension of the 
Wisconsin Division to Ashiand. Investigation 
showed that a good direct line to Milwaukee 
and Chicago could be had by building not over 
100 miies of new road from the Wisconsin 
Ceatral terminus at Chippewa Falls to St. Paul, 
at a cost not exceeding $2,000,000. Accordingly 


the project was taken actively in hand under 


the auspices of the Oregon Transcontinental 
Company, though it did not complete what it 
commenced on account of its embarrassed 
condinon, but for what work it did accom- 
vlish it was paid for doing in Wisconsin Cen- 
tral stocks. The road was afterward complet- 
ed by the parties controlling the Wisconsin 
Central.“

A GREAT SCHEME. 
HOW MAYOR HARRISON WOULD SOLVE THE 
WATER AND SEWERAGE PROBLEMS. 

It has been stated that Mayor Harrison had 
a scheme for soiving the water and sewerage 
problems. He divulged it yesterday, and this 
is what be said, after referring to the tax 
limitatten and criticising other people’s plans: 

“T have advocated a constituvonal amend- 
ment which would permit the City of Chicago 
to increase its bonded debt under stringent re- 
strictions for permanent works and for the 
good of the great future. Against that many 
people interposed their objections. Now the 
question comes: bow to get around this and to 
protect against extravagance and to do what is 
recognized as being absolutely necessary for 
this great city. The suggestion which I now 
offer | have been revolving in my mind, and I 
now submit to the citizens for their considera- 
tion. North of Chicago are Evanston and Lake 
View; west are Jefferson and Cicero, with their 
large villages; south are Lake and Hyde Park. 
These several villages and townships have a 


large and growing population. They can get 


water, but owing to limited means they are 
compelled to seek a source of water 
supply close to .the.. shore, where it is 
contaminated by. sewage to some ex- 
tent and constantly made impure by the 
débria on shore and the shallow bottom. 
Now the propos:tion I offer is to unite Chicago 
with these surburbs in one great municipality 
or corporation, with very limitea powers and 
for two specific purposes—drainage and water 
supply. To illustrate: the idea isto get the 
Legislature to pass a general law which will 
enabie these localities and Chicago to erect 
themselves into such a municipality for the 
purpose of getting a large supply of pure 


water and for the purpose of puttmg in opera- 


tion an effective drainage system, such 
municipality or coporation to have no other 
powers than whatare necessary for these 
specific purposes. 

“This new municipality will commence its 
life without debt. It will be enabled to issue 
bonds equal to 5 per cent upon the valuation 
of all the property within its district. The 
proceeds of these bonds are to be 
devoted to building a magnificent water 
system and a magnificent drainage system. It 
will be enabled then to levv. water taxes suff 
cient to create a sinking fund that would in 
time pay for the water system, and it could 
levy taxation to create a sinking fund for the 
payment, some future day, of the great new 
sewerage system: Chicago has a fine water- 
plant now of great value. This new munici- 
pality could take possession of this plant aud 
credit the-@ity.of C go by its value, anu pro 
tanto the city would be free from taxation by 
the territory and towns that have no plant 
making an equitable business agreement with 
it. Lam now only suggesting the principie of 
the scheme. If it is acceptable to the public 
the details can afterward be attended to. Some 
eminent constitutional lawyers believe the 
plan feasible, and they think it not only good, 
but the only one which we can adopt to bring 
about what the people desire and need—a good 
water-supply and thorough drainage. 

»The Legisiature could throw around the aet 
[ suggest such sateguards that extravagances 
and waste will be made almost impossible. 
The provisions of the act will be confined to 
one or two obiects. Beyond that it cannot go, 
being so circumscribed that those who w. ll exe- 
cute itcan be watched so closely that extrav- 
agance can be absolutely prevented. 

» make these suggestions to the public 
through the press so that the people may con- 
sider them and digest the idea. Apother sug- 
gestion I wouid make. Around Chicago, more 
or less distant. are constantly springing up 
new Villages and towns. The enadiing act 
might be so framed as to permit new towns 
that desire a supply of pure water that is m. 
exhaustibie to come into the syetem here- 
alter. 

do not claim the paternity of the scheme 
I have outlined, but I can see it possesses some 
admirable features, and I wish the citizens gen- 
erally, as well as scientific and legal men, would 
think it over. If the plan, which I think is 
feasible, is carried out we will secure what 
every body wants—pure water in limitiess quan- 


‘ tities and the ability to run off our sewage 


without doing damage to any interests.“ 


THE GRANT MONUMENT. 
POTTER PALMER DOES NOT FAVOR THE PRO- 
POSED TRIUMPHAL ARCH. 


Talking about the Grant monument to be 
erected in Lincoln Park Mr. Potter Palmer said 
yesterday that a suitable triumphal arch could 
not be erected at the Dearborn avenue entrance, 
as proposed, for less than $75,000, and it would 


probably cost $100,000 on account of the great

DULLNESS STILL REIGNS IN THE FLOUR 
MARKET—THE WEEK’S FEATURES. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 2.—/[Special.|— 


The Northwestern. Miller will say Friday: 


Duliness still reignsin the flour market, and 
prices have been shaded a little all around, though 
the business doing is hardly large enough to call it 
a market. Euglien advices indicate a growing 
scarcity of the Misneapolis article, and this is 
further proved by an increased inquiry trom 
abroad, though the light production and low prices 
do not permit of much business, particularly as 
there is a strong demand for concessions. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the trade is rapid- 
ly approaching a condition where more 
business will be done, though the profits must 
be hard to tind. The opening of the canal will not 
force millers to run at a loss or without a margin, 
but present stocks cannot. last always, and when 
they are exhausted they must be replaced. Quota- 
tions for car or round lots at the mills are: Patents, 
54.504. 75; straights, $4.30@4.50; first bakers’, $3.60 
@8.75; second bakers’, $3.00@3.30; dest low grades, 
$2.00@2.20 in bags; red dog, $1.50@1.60 in 
bags. The mills in operation nearly held the out- 
put even last week, the only difference being 
a slight increase. The flour production of the six 
days was 70,614 barrels, averaging 11,769 barreis 
daily, against 68.592 barrels the preceding week, 
and 104,700 barrels for the corresponding period in 
1884. One mili of 1,500-barrel capacity operated 
by steam has been shut-down until water is let 
into the canal, and five are left running, producing 
about 11,000 barrels of flour per day. The opinion 
seems to generally prevail that the improvements 
on the canai will not be finished so that the 
milis can start up before the I1i7th inst. 
At that time nearly all the mille will probably be 
started up and run well toward tull capacity for a 
while, as there will be none that will not have some 
orders ahead. ‘The chances for any continued 
heavy production, however. seem a littie dubious 
with matters as they stand at present. Millers 
unite in declaring the utter demoralization Which 
has so long characterized the flour trade as unpar- 
alleled in their milling experience.

With all due 
respect to Judge Prendergast I have not the 
slightest idea that the County Court bas any 
jurisdiction in the case, and masked batteries 
may yet be in order. No; we have said 
‘check,’ and we are now simply awditing 
the next move of the opposit side, 
must depend upon the nature of the aménded 
plea.”

THE OHIO STATE VETERINARIAN DENIES 
THE EXISTENCE OF PLEURO-PNBUMONIA 
AMONG CATTLE THERE — THE ILLINOIS 
COMMISSION’S NEW RULES. 

Cotumsvus, O., Sept. 2.— Special. I— The re- 
port sent out today by the Associated Press in 
the communication transmitted by the Illinois 

Live Stock Commission to Gov. Oglesby to the 
effect that pleuro-pueumonia exists in Mont- 
gomery County, Ohio, is strenuously denied by 
the Ohio Live Stock Commission through its 
veterinarian, Dr. Butler. That official has 
recently completed atour of the State and says 
that no trace of the disease exists anywhere in 

Ohio. In June, 1883, the herd of Jerseys 

owued by Maj. Parrott was afflicted, but the 
infected animals were purcbased and killed. 

No sign of the disease has appeared since. The 

statement of the Lilinois Commission is caicu- 

lated to do greatinjury to the live-stock in- 
terests of Ohio in case a proclamation is is- 
sued scheduling Ohio as an infected State and

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Sept. 2.—[Special.|—The 
Illinois Lave-Stock Commission have promul- 
gated a set of rules for the government of 
State and Assistant Veterinarians in — 
With pleuro-pneumonla among cattle 
glanders among horses. Following is the cub 
stance of the rules in brief: 

When an Assistant Veterinarian is notified of

He shall then notify the State Veterinarian of his 
investigation and belief, and request his immediate 
Pp nce at that infected point, and shall aiso re- 
port to the commission ail = gee in the case 
as to name of owner, locality, and supposed dis- 
éase, together with the number of animals affected; 
but in no case are Assistant Veterinarians to order 
the slaughter of 1 affected unless expressly 
authorized by the ve-Stock Commission. The 
compensation of Assistant Veterinarians is fixed at 
$1 per hour for parts of a day, and not to exceed $8 
per day in addition to their necessary expenses in 
going from and to their place of dust 
ness, and they are restrained from receiv- 
ing any compensation from private individuals dur- 
ins the time actually employed iu the service of the 
State. It is also made the duty of Assistant Veter- 
inarians to at once notify the Live-Stock. Commis 
sion, should it come to their knowledge that cattle 
have come into this State from localities in. other 
States against which the Governor has proclaimed, 
giving all the facts obtainable in the case. The 
rules instruct Assistant Veterinarians to enter any 
lane, dairy, or cow shed, or other place or building 
wherein there is reasonable grounds for supposing 
that pleuro-pneumonia or glanders exist or have 
existed for sixty days prior to the time of the visit, 
or where the carcass Of an animal so affected has 
been kept, or buried, or otherwise destroyed in 
violation of law, or where they have reason to be- 
lieve any provisions of the law under which they 
have deen

claimed against this State the State Veterinarian 
and Assistant Veterinarians, when called upon, 
are required to make examination of such animals, 
and, if found healthy and to conform to the pro- 
visions of the lav in all respects, to furnish the 
owner with a health certificate, but for such serv- 
ice they are to be paid by. the owner and receive 
the same compensation allowed by the State, to- 
gether with their necessary expenses in perform- 
ing the service, and in no case will the State be lia- 
bie for such cost of service.

otherwise alter the limits ofa place or area in- 
«fected. The commission will cause to be sixugh- 
‘tered all animals diseased with lung plague. All 
cattle having deen in close contact with 
those infected with lung plague will be 
placed in such strict quarantine, as 
the commission may direct, at the expense 
of the owner. They. will, aiso, as they 
to be the most prudent order, either the slaughter 
or close quarantine of all animals suspected ot in- 
fection with lung-plague or beingin a piace in- 
fected. The rules provide for the total destruction 
of the carcasses of diseased animals, incl 
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
